WASHINGTON— (ZP) —Senator 
Tvdings (D-Md) said today de­ 
fense officials have been studying 
for some time the advisability of 
setting up a second U. S. capi­ 
tal to be used in event of an en­ 
emy attack. 
The chairman of 
the 
Senate 
Armed Services committee dis­ 
cussed the situation 
after 
Rep. 
Holifield (D-Calif) had proposed 
the establishment of an alternate 
capital, 
perhaps 
underground. 
There have been similar sugges­ 
tions in the past, especially from 
Senator Wiley (R-Wis). 
HoHlifield planned to introduce 
in the House a joint resolution to 
create a seven-member commis­ 
sion. It would study the feasibili­ 
ty of a substitute capitol and re­ 
port to the president and Congress 
by January 31, 1951. 
Paul J. Larsen, new head of the 
Office of Civilian Defense, 
al­ 
ready is talking of a plan of de­ 
fense which includes scattering of 
functions and putting 
some 
of 
them underground. 
Larsen, who takes over March 
I, said at Albuquerque, 
N. 
M., 
yesterday: 
“Our first job will be-reloca- 
tion and re-design of the present 
governmental office setup in the 
capital. 
“Dispersion, 
even out of the 
Washington 
area, 
and 
under­ 
ground installations either in or 
out of the capital, will 
be 
our 
chief means of defense.’’ 
Larsen is the former director of 
the Atomic Energy commission’s 
laboratories at Albuquerque. 
Rep. Holifield said in a state­ 
ment prepared for House deliv­ 
ery that a single bomb on Wash­ 
ington could paralyze the “nerve 
center of our nation.”

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M.—UP)— 
The chief of the dew office of civ­ 
ilian defense will recommend soon 
that key targets of possible atomic 
attack go underground or be wide­ 
ly scattered. 
Dr. Paul J. Larsen will go to 
Washington on Friday preliminary 
to taking over his post March !. 
Larsen was for two and a half 
years head of the atomic energy 
commission’s Sandia laboratories 
here where the atomic bomb is as­ 
sembled. 
He said last night he considered 
prompt defense measures for the 
nation’s capital his 
most 
urgent 
duty. 
“Our first job will be re-location 
and re-design of the present gov­ 
ernmental office setup in the cap­ 
ital,” he said. 
“Dispersion, 
even out of the 
Washington area, and underground 
installations either in or out of the 
capital, will be our chief means of 
defense.” 
Larson’s overall program follows 
the lines of a report given recently 
to the national security resources 
board by the Los Alamos AEC lab­ 
oratory and the army engineers. 
His 
plans 
for defense of the 
civilian population and the 
na­ 
tion’s home front war potential are 
based upon: 
1—Dispersion of industrial and 
governmental targets.. 
2—Construction of bomb-proof 
structures underground to shelter 
essential agencies which it is not 
feasible to move elsewhere. 
3—Stockpiling of disaster equip­ 
ment at strategic points 
in 
the 
country. This would include vast 
amounts of blood, blood 
plasma 
and equipment to combat injuries 
resulting from the terrific heat of 
an A-bomb explosion. 


4—Organization of the civilian 
defense program upon a state and 
municipal level. Each state would 
set up its own program on a local­ 
ized basis, and the federal govern­ 
ment would act in 
an 
advisory 
capacity and carry out the more 
costly measures. 
5—Reduction of what he consid­ 
ers 
over-apprehension 
resulting 
from fear of atomic attack. 
Larsen 
says 
if the nation is 
properly 
prepared, 
he 
has 
no 
doubts 
concerning its ability to 
withstand A-bomb attack.

She said she and her 
father were the first to arrive at 
the Parks’ home. 
Parks was killed 
during

tim’s nude body showed no signs 
of a struggle. 
Mrs. 
Parks’ face 
was

nese, Parks was 
on

ships 
which were torpedoed. From one 
ho swam to safety. He was rescu­ 
ed from the other. 
Parks was wounded by shrap-

Broadway 
crowds— who have 
had experience with strict dim­ 
outs in wartime and brownouts 
during strikes in vital industries 
—appeared little affected by the 
new restriction. 
Violators of the curb on strong 
lighting are subject to a year in 
jail and $500 fine. At the start, 
police issued warnings. 
Although tile big 
signs 
were 
turned off, there were plenty of 
street lamps, traffic signals, auto 
headlights and beams 
of 
light 
from business places and offices 
to make pedestrian and auto traf­ 
fic sale. 
Tile brownout order 
prohibits 
the use of electricity in excess of 
200 watts for lighting advertising, 
promotional or display signs.

Motorman Held 
In Long Island 
Wreck: 29 Dead 


ROCKVILLE CENTRE. N. Y.— 
(ZP)—A dazed and grief-stricken 
motorman, blamed for a railroad 
collision in which 29 persons were 
killed and 105 others injured, was 
ordered into court today on a man­ 
slaughter charge. 
Authorities said, however, that 
injuries suffered by the motorman, 
Joseph Kiefer, 55, 
might 
force 
postponement of the arraignment. 
Kiefer was placed under arrest 
at his home after Friday night’s 
crackup on the Long Island rail­ 
road—the worst railroad wreck in 
the nation since 1946. 
Nassau County District Attorney 
Frank A. Gulotta said Kiefer drove 
his train through one red 
light, 
and possibly two, before two elec­ 
tric commuter trains crashed on a 
temporary siding. 
Thirty-eight of the injured r e ­ 
mained in hospitals today, 17 of 
them in critical condition. 
The head cars of the two trains— 
one bound east and the other west 
—.sliced through each other- at the 
end of a temporary detour around 
a grade crossing elimination proj­ 
ect. 
Passengers were mangled as the 
left sides of the head cars were 
ripped open. 
> 
Signal lights at both ends pro­ 
tected the by-pass, 
or 
gantlet, 
formed when two rights-of-wav 
merge with the tracks set. so close 
together that only one train can 
use it at a time. 
Kiefer, 
who suffered head in­ 
juries and shock in the crash, faces 
a possible maximum of 15 years in 
prison and a $1,000 fine if convict­ 
ed on the charge of second degree 
manslaughter.

NEW YORK—UP)—Fifteen men 
faced court today after a bloody 
battle which broke up a meeting 
of “rank-and-file” members of

An armed band of 30-odd men 
battered its way into Tom Moo­ 
ney hall yesterday, police said, to 
raid a meeting of 200 rank-and- 
filers being held upstairs. 
The rank-and-filers. opponents 
of Union President Joseph Cur­ 
ran, were meeting to discuss what 
they call Curran’s “anti-Demo- 
cratic leadership.” 
Curran says his foes in union 
ranks are “Communist-led.” 
Police said the raiders carried 
a tear gas gun, knives, clubs, a 
blackjack and at least one gun. 
Four men, three of them rank- 
and-filers, were taken to a hos­ 
pital and one was held for fur­ 
ther treatment. 
The lobby of tile meeting hall 
was spattered with blood. 
Bricks, milk cans and a street 
traffic 
sign 
were 
hurled, 
and 
heavy plate glass doors at the en­ 
trance were smashed. 
Charges of assault, disorderly 
conduct or possession of weapons 
were lodged against the 15 prison­ 
ers.

WASHINGTON— (ZP) —Federal 
Judge Richmond B. Keech today 
issued 
a 
new 
no-strike order 
against John L. Lewis and the 
United Mine Workers. It runs un­ 
til March 3. 
Keech has had a “stop strike” 
order out since Feb. ll, but the 
372,000 miners have ignored it. 
Lewis himself has observed it 
to the extent of twice sending in­ 
structions to the miners that they 
should go back to work. 
The miners’ refusal to obey the 
order has the government casting 
about for possible new actions to 
get coal mined. One move that Is 
a possibility is contempt 
action 
against the United Mine Workers. 
That could result in big fines on 
the union. 
Democrats Cautious 
There has also been 
talk 
in 
Congress of legislation to let the 
government seize the mines. But 
Democratic leaders are not taking 
to that idea. 
House Speaker Rayburn 
(D - 
Tex) said after a conference of 
legislative leaders with President 
Truman today that the president 
has no plans to ask such authority. 
Mr. Truman said he does not want 
it. 
Senate Democratic Leader Lu­ 
cas (111) said he had not heard 
any talk of seizure legislation by 
the administration. 
Rayburn said there was only 
general discussion of 
the coal 
situation at the White House con­ 
ference. He said Mr. Truman told 
them he was 
“expecting 
some 
kind of report” later today on the 
situation. Presumably, this is a 
report from his fact-finding board 
and mediation officials keeping 
in touch with developments. 
Adding pressure for the govern­ 
ment to find some way 
to get 
coal production was a cold wave 
in the northeast. 
Temperatures 
fell to the lowest of the winter. 
Injunction Next Step 
Keech’s new order is technical­ 
ly an extension of his 
old 
one 
which expired today. It serves to 
keep his temporary “stop strike” 
order alive until he can rule on 
whether to issue an 80-day in­ 
junction under the Taft-Hartley 
law. 
Keech acted after a two-hour 
conference in his chambers with 
attorneys for the government and 
for the United Mine Workers. 
Keech will rule sometime with­ 
in the next IO days on the govern­ 
ment motion for an 80-day Taft 
Hartley' act injunction.

Atom-Powered 
U-Boat To Be - 
Built By U. S. 


By RUTH COWAN 
WASHINGTON—</P)—An 
in­ 
formed 
source 
disclosed 
today 
that the United States is pushing 
plans to start 
construction 
of 
what it hopes will be the world’s 
first atomic-powered submarine. 
This source said that discussions 
are underway between the navy 
and the Electric Boat Corporation 
at Groton, 
Conn., in regard 
to 
construction of a submarine hull 
in which could be installed 
an 
atomic energy reactor that 
may 
be developed by the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission. The company 
built many of the 
navy’s 
sub­ 
marines in World War Ii. 
The discussions were described 
as so far advanced that quite like­ 
ly Congress will be asked to add 
an appropriation for the work to 
the 1951 navy budget for the year 
beginning July I. Some lawm ak­ 
ers said a week ago that a race 
between the U. S., and Russia to 
be first to develop 
an 
atomic- 
powered sub was a possible com­ 
plication in efforts to produce a 
hydrogen bomb. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
in a report last 
month revealed

that considerable 
progress 
has 
been made toward developing re­ 
actors suitable for submarine or 
ship propulsion. Study is also be­ 
ing made on a proposed reactor 
for aircraft. 
Nuclear reactors are machines 
for 
putting nuclear energy 
to 
work under controlled conditions. 
In contrast, an atomic bomb ex­ 
plosion is instantaneous, an un­ 
controlled nuclear reaction. 
Under 
controlled 
conditions, 
scientists say, the amount of nu­ 
clear fuel that is destroyed in a 
small fraction of a second by an 
explosion may 
be 
utilized 
for 
months and perhaps 
even 
for 
years to give off useful energy. 
Some lawmakers believe that a 
nuclear-engine submarine 
might 
well revolutionize naval warfare. 
Such a sub might have an almost 
unlimited range of action. 
Disclosure that discussions are 
on in regard to building the hull 
of a submarine may indicate that 
a “suitable” atomic power unit for 


w atercraft is now in the design or 
construction stage. 
The Argonne National Labora­ 
tory at the University of Chicago 
and 
the W estinghouse Electric 
Corporation were said by the AEC 
report to be developing 
designs 
for a land-based 
prototype of a 
thermal reactor suitable for sub­ 
marine or ship propulsion. 
“This reactor will be a single 
purpose machine designed spec­ 
ifically for the purpose of produc­ 
ing large amounts of heat under 
conditions that will permit con­ 
version to power for naval ves­ 
sels,” the report said. 
It added that the research and 
development work is well advanc­ 
ed, “and detailed engineering de­ 
sign of a ship propulsion reactor 
is scheduled 
to 
begin 
during 
1950.”

Water Bond Issue 
Put U p To Voters 
i’T'HE Escanaba city council has decided 
to submit to the voters in the municipal 
election in April the question of bonding 
the city for funds for construction of a 
new w ater filter plant. In taking this ac­ 
tion the council has placed the w ater prob­ 
lem squarely before the citizens of the com­ 
m unity for decision. 
If the council wanted to avoid a public 
vote on the w ater problem, 
it probably 
could be done by paying for the filter plant 
by sale of w ater revenue bonds rather than 
general obligation bonds. That would be a 
poor approach to the problem, however, 
because it would necessitate a deliberate 
by-passing of the people and also because 
the interest rates on w ater revenue bonds 
are considerably higher than general obli­ 
gation bonds. 
Regardless of w hether the bonds are w a­ 
ter revenue bonds or general 
obligation 
bonds, it is proposed to liquidate the in­ 
debtedness entirely from w ater 
income, j is applied to more

CASE OF GERMAN GIRL 
A German girl working for the American 
military occupation, named Allen Raphael, 
married K urt Knauff, a naturalized Ameri­ 
can of German origin who had fought with 
American armies from the invasion of Nor­ 
mandy beachhead onward. Mrs. K nauff’s 
family had been exterminated by the Nazis 
and she had fle d ,to England where she 
served with the Royal Air Force. Her re­ 
quest to m arry a G. I. was cleared by seven 
investigating authorities, including coun­ 
ter-intelligence and criminal investigation 
officers in the occupation, 
before it was 
granted. 
In October of 1948 Mrs. K nauff came to 
this country. On her arrival she was taken 
to Ellis Island where she was informed she 
would not be admitted to America because 
her admission would be prejudicial to the 
security of the United States. Mrs. Knauff, 
with the aid of her husband who came from 
Germany, began a long legal battle. 
In the course of that struggle she never 
has been given a hearing en the issues nor 
has she been informed 
of 
the 
charges 
against her. This is possible under the pow­ 
ers of the emergency immigration act pass­ 
ed in 1941. That act permits the attorney 
general, acting without the secretary of 
state, to decide against an individual if he 
finds on the basis of confidential reports 
that the presence of the individual would 
jeopardize the security of the country. 
The 
case 
was carried to the supreme 
court. By a 4 to 3 decision the power of the 
attorney general to exclude Mrs. Knauff 
without a hearing was upheld. It happens, 
of course, that Tom Clark, the attorney 
general who ruled against the G. I.’s wife, 
is now a justice on the court. Clark took no 
part in the case. 
Two of the three justices who voted in 
the negative filed notable dissents. Justice 
Robert H. Jackson said: 
“Security is like liberty in that many are 
the crimes committed in its name. The men­ 
ace to the security of this country, be it 
great as it may from this girl’s admission,

“The United Mine Workers* lawyers 
will await your pleasure. As for those dead­ 
beat operators who have held back their 
honorable obligations to the welfare fund, 
they had better repay their indebtedness if 
they expect us to meet with them in good 
faith.”

Get Wised Up 


On Income Tax

W A SH IN G T O N -^5)— Married 
couples, in choosing 
the 
right 
form for their 1949 income tax 
return, have a problem 
slightly 
different from that of single tax­ 
payers. 
For instance, w hat form for a 
joint return, or a difference in 
deductions? 
And 
the 
m arried 
couples 
in 
community property 
states have still another kind of 
problem. 
Remember 
there 
are 
three 
forms on which returns can be 
made: Form 1040-A—The easiest, 
tax for you; the 1040 short form 
next easy, w here 
you 
find 
your own tax in a table on the 
back; and the 1040 long form— 
w here you figure your own tax. 
Remember, this, too: 1040-A is 
for the under-$5,000 who had the 
full tax, or most of it, withheld 
from their wages or 
salary 
in 
1949. The 1040 short form is for 
the under-$5,000 people who can’t 
use the 1040-A. 
Deductions Automatic 
Before looking at examples of 
who can use w hat forms, here’s 
a point: 
If you use form 1040-A or the 
1040 short for myou get, without 
asking or itemizing, a deduction 
of about IO per cent for personal 
expenses like hospital 
bills 
or 
charitable contributions. 
But with those two forms you 
can’t claim more than IO per cent. 
If yours were more 
than 
that, 
then use the 
1040 
long 
form. 
There you'll have to itemize but 
you can claim your deductions in 
full. 
A nd—if one partner in a m arri­ 
age wants to claim more than a 
IO per cent deduction and there­ 
fore uses the 1040 long form to 
itemize, the other partner has to 
use the 1040 long form, too, and 
itemize. 
Now for the use of the forms. 
You can use form 
1040-A if 
your total income was under $5,- 
000 and all of it—except for no 
more than $100 in untaxed wages, 
interest 
or 
dividends—w’as 
in 
wages or salary from which full 
tax was withheld in 1949. 
If you don’t fit that rule, but 
your income w as under $5,000, 
you can use the 1040 short form. 
Examples: 
If full tax was withheld from 
your salary but you had $100 of 
other untaxed income in wages, 
dividends or interest, you couhx 
use form 1040-A. If that other un­ 
taxed income in wages, interest 
or dividends amounted to $101, 
you’d use the 1040 short form. 
If you had any income at all 
from other sources, like rent or 
farming, no m atter how small it 
w as and even though the total in­ 
come was 
under 
$5,000, 
you 
couldn’t use form 1040-A. You’d 
use the 1040 short form

The youth has a two- 
way view then, and often he w on­ 
ders if it wouldn’t be better to 
crawl back into childhood than to 
become an adult like those he sees 
around him.

When he has children, he realizes

hurt them while trying to help 
them. He hates to say “don’t” to 
them, but feels he has to.

The state of the Manistique har­ 
bor, which has been reviewed at 
hearings here on several occas­ 
ions, and which at present time is 
the subject of pending legislation, 
is being blamed as one of

John Girvin, a local coal dealer, 
states that were it not for the fact 
that the low water stage of the 
lake has made it inadvisable for 
deep draft carriers to enter the 
harbor, Manistique

Girvin took a sounding of the 
depth of the harbor along side of 
the Girvin Company docks a few 
days ago and found that the depth 
at that point is exactly three feet 
more shallow than it was a year 
ago.

ago, extensive operations, calling 
for deepening of the harbor and 
removal of a number of submerg­ 
ed reefs near the approach of the 
harbor and just within the harbor 
were recommended. 
^Appropriations for carrying on 
this work are included in an om­ 
nibus bill now before 
congress. 
The bill has passed the house of 
representatives and has been ap­ 
proved by the senate committee 
having it under consideration, but 
the matter is still far from pas­ 
sage.
